Episcopal Dean Answers 
Questions of Members

Dancing Ban 
Also Gives Views on Hymns 
That Cause Suicide

The Episcopalian evening serv- 
lice has been “liberalized” by the 
Very Rev. William MacCormack, 
D.D., dean of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
services for which are now held at 
the Scottish - Rites Auditorium at 
Ninth and Hope streets, while the 
new cathedral is being built. 

This liberalization means that 
there are some omissions from the 
service as set forth in the Epis- 
copal book of prayer and that in- 
stead of a sermon, the dean an- 
swers a multitude of questions 
upon an Interesting variety. of sub- 


jects.

So last ‘evening 
opened with the singing of a pro- 
cessional hymn as the dean took 
his place, and knelt in earnest 
prayer beside the temporary altar. 
Then we all joined in singing that 
quite beautiful hymna, No. 207, the 
refrain of which pleads so poign- 
antly “America, America, God 
mend thy every flaw, confirm thy 
~ in self-control, thy liberty in 


I quote this because it seemed 
to be t keynote of the worship.

“The first natural-gas gas- 
oline was produced in the United 
States at tuaville, Pa.. in 1904, 
when 4000 gallons were made in 
sone small plagt. Natural-gas gaso- 
line from all other gas produced 
im the United States was being 
wasted. By 1911, 7,426,000 gallons 
of line were gbtained from 
2,476,000,00@ cubic feet of natural 
gas; in 1921, 449,934,400 gallons 
of natyral-gas gasoline were ob- 
tained from approximately 479,- 
618,194,000 cubic feet. 

While no accurate figures on the 
losses of gasoline through failure 
to treat natural gas are available, 
it is estimated that since the first 
natural-gas gasoline was manufac- 
tured in 1904 at igast 2,500,000,-
